The Steamer Port Eads Sinks 
2 Morning Near 


The Officers and orew Gain the 
858 Shore With the Loss of

Several ofthe Boat’s People Seriously In- 
jured in the Struggle to Reach the Bank 
—A Sunken Bridge Pier the Cause of the 

~ Accident, a Dense Fog Obscuring Its Le- 
cation From the Pilot—The Barges in 
Tow Uninjured—Loss, $50,000—What 
the Owners of the Boat Say—Their Ad- 
vices From the Scene of the Disaster. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 10.—At7 o’ clock this 
morning the towboat Port Eads, Capt. 
Nason Davis, of the St. Louis & Mississippi 
Valley Transportation Co., sank at the site of 
the new railroad bridge, two miles below the 
city. She carried a crew of about 
forty men, and for a time the 
wildest rumors prevailed, the loss 
of life being. placed at from twenty-five to 
thirty-five, but it is now believed that only 
one person, the*éolored chambermaid, was 
drowned, 

The Port Eads had s atow of six grain-laden 
barges and one fuel barge, destined for New 
Orleans from Cairo. They passed the city 
shortly before 7 this morning, during a 
heavy fog, hugging the Tennessee shore 
closely. 
as slowly as possible, but owing to the dense 
fog, she was unable to locate the sunken 
pier. Amoment later she was seen to stop 
suddenly, hang stationary for a minute and 
then swing around with heavy force and settle 
on one side. 

Men ran from every direction to the yawl, 

fighting each other in panic-stricken despera- 
tion to reach it. One man detached the ropes 
bolding it and was about to climb in when 
water rushed in over the boats deck, and all 
ran to the other side. Another wave closed 
over the deck and ashe settied lower. 
Boate put off from shore and succeeded in 
taking off the men, though this was difficult, 
as most of them were wild with desperation 
and could not be aliowed to reach the boats. 
They would have jumped in in such numbers 
as to swamp tbem. The Fade was 
settling and by the time water was 
over the boller deck on both sides the boats 
from shore Bad managed to get off every one 
from the sinking boat. Every one except the 
chambermaid. She was not seen and was for- 
gotten in the confusion. 

The boats bad hardly got clear of the Eads 
when she went under, leaving only her pilot- 
house above water. 

Ten of the crew were taken to the United 
States Hospital near by, suffering from cuts 
and braises,and the remainder were cared for 
at the houses along the sbore. 

The Port Eads was valued at $50,000. The 
barges and contents are uninjured. 


The Port Fade was at one time fitted out 
with the Wallace steam steering apparatus, 
but for some reason this was laid aside before 
the last trip of the unlucky boat. The invent- 
ors claim that ifthe boat bad been supplied 
with this, notwithstanding the immense tow, 
the collision might have been avoided. 


The Pert Eads. 


The Port Eads is owned by the St. Louis 
& Mississippi Valiey Barge 4 Transporta- 
tion Co., which has its office on Main and 
Walnut streets, under the Cotton Exchange. 


At about 8 o’clock this morning they received 
the following dispatch:

At 7 o’clock this morning the Port Eads, 
with seven barges loaded with grain, struck 
the east pier of the new bridge and at once 
sunk. She is a total loses. Twelve lives saved. 
Cannot tell if any lives are lost. Agent has 
gone down with a ferryboat to render assist- 
ance, and will be followed immediately by the 
towboat Townsend to render additional as- 
sistance. HENRY LOWE. 

The Port Eads was bullt in 1682 for the river 
traffic and two years ago was thoroughly re- 
builton the ways at St. Louis. She was 
valued at 960,000. She was commanded by 
Nelson Davis, an old time river man, and ae 
pilots were Gus Hiner and Mike Kelley, J 
The other officers were: Mate, Mike er 
First Engin Christ Ansebutz; Second En- 
gineer, John Murray, and Steward, John Ed- 
wardg. 

She carried a deck crew of about twenty-five 
men which shipped at Oairo, sothe company 
has no list of their names on 
the books at this point. The 
steamer was enroute for New Orleans from 
Cairo with seven grain barges. She also car- 
ried about fifty packages of miscellaneous 
freight, It is not supposed that the barges or 
their contents were injured by the accident. 

The Port Eads was not insured asthe owners 
do not insure any oftheir property and she is 
therefor a total loss to them.

THE ELECTION OF 8 


Some of the Republican Congressmen 
who are permitted to name postmasters 
for their districts have referred the seleo- 


tion to their Republican constituents. In 


two of these cases the Republicans by a 
majority vote decided in favor of Demo- 
cratic incumbents. At Brattleboro, Vt., 
where the Republican caucus permitted 
the women as well as Republican voters 
to deposit their ballots, the Democratic 
Postmaster’s vote was 467, against 401 for 
the Republican candidate. At Newton- 
ville, Mass., where the voting was con- 
fined to persons who voted the Republican 
ticket at the last national election, the 
result was 172 for Joun B. TURNER, the 
present Democratic Postmaster, 48 for 
one Republican candidate and 25 for an- 
other. 

Such incidents show plainly that there 
would be no such thing as a clean 
sweep” of the post-offices with every 
change of Federal administration, even 
if the selection of the postmaster were 
left to the local voters of the successful 
party. It left to the whole body of voters 
interested in the management of the local 
post-office, the postmasters would be 
more evenly divided with reference to 
party than they are now, the post- 
offices would be run upon a less partisan 
basis in most cases, the great diminution 
in Federal patronage would tend to purify 
politics, and the business of the Legisla- 
tive and Executive branches of the Gov- 
ernment would be relieved of what is now 
a great and unnecessary burden. 

A simple statute directing the Postmas- 
ter-General to appoint in every case the 
applicant to whose petition was appended 
a majority of the genuine signatures o 
voters residing within a certain radius of 
the post-office would do the business, and 
no amendment to the Constitution would 
be needed to permit its enforcement with 
the President’s approval.

Tue Sugar Trust was capitalized at three 
times the actual value of its property. In 
1889 it paid 10 per cent dividends on this 
over-capitalization, and estimated its sur- 
plus earnings at 33 per cent of its nominal 
capital and 100 per cent of its actual capi- 
tal. It did this while paying salaries of 
$100,000 each to three officials, $50,009 each 
to six officials and $25,000 each to seven 
officials. Yet, in spite of all this, 
thetrust’s certificates have declined from

W. 8. GILBERT’S FATHER. 


A Writer Whose Fame Is Overshadowed by 
Bis Son's. 


From the London Atheneum. 

Born in 1804, the late William Gilbert died at 
his house in thé Close; Salisbury, on the 3d of 
last month, after having been the witness of 
the most stirring eventsin this century, and 
having seen the rise and deciine of many 
a great literary reputation. He was not an 
author by early choice or inclination, He be- 
gan lite by being a midshipman in the 


service of the East a Co,; after leav- 
ing that company’s service, he qualified 
himself for practicing as a surgeon, but when 
he was prepared to do 80, alegacy enabled 
him (o live without labor. He bega ta write 
books, not ag an occupation, but as a means 
ot making life more interesting, his first work 
of note appearing when he was not much 
under 60. e displayed originality at the 
outset, and if he had been stimulated to 
write by the necessity of sarning his daily 
bread, he might have been a second De Foe. 
No modern writer has written so closely 
in De Foe’s style as William Gilbert; indeed, 
he readily admitted that the author of ‘‘Rob- 
inson ses wahle master in the art of 

utting things. The works by him which will 
e remembered tne longest are Dives and 
Lazarus, aret Meadow, ‘‘Dr. 
Austin’s Guests and Shirley Hall Asy- 
lam. Perhaps a book for boys deserves an 
immortality which nohe of them may achieve; 
that is, King George’s Middy.’’ The most 
ambitious we one on ‘‘Lucrezia Borgia, 
which proved that writing history 
was not William Gilbert's forte. 
The qualities for which his well- 
known son, W. 8, Gulbert, is celebrated 
were marked in him. He wrote of hineelilf, 
with perfect truth, that he had ‘‘a keen sense 
of the ridiculous,’’ and that to avoid the 
painful, I often find myself seeking shelter in 
the ridicuious.’’ Few ofthe men who were 
buried in the e tof Salisbury Cathedral were 
more painstaking in their generation than 
William Gilbert, the last person, we believe, 
who is to be interred there. His works num- 
ber upwards of twenty-five, and though he 
died at a great age, be had not lost hope of 
adding to their number. Happily for his fame 
he aid not live to write what no admirer could 
read, and happily also for it his son continues 
— best traditions of his father as a man of 
etters.

SHE USED A COWHIDE. 


MES. O'BRIEN APPLIES A WHIP TO HER 
HUSBAND AND I8 FINED. 


An Exciting Scene in a Four Courts Corridor 

-A Meleased Defendant Creates a Dis- 

lef Huebler to the Kesue— 

Judge Campbell Fines the Cowhider for 
Contempt of Court. 


A sensational scene occurred shortly before 
noon to-day in the corridor of thé second 


floor of the Four Courts building just outside | 


Judge Oampbell’s court-room. Mrs. Agnest 
O’Brien and John Cummings were bo- 
fore the Sourt on a charge af lewd 
and lascivious cohabitation end when 
their case was -called the State 
was not ready fortrial. It was the thirteenth 
calling of thé case and Judge Campbell had 
informed both sides the last time it was up 
that be would dispose of the case when it 
came up to-day, and that they would both 
have to be ready to proceed with the trial. 

The State’s witnesses were called and only 
a few of them answered to their names. 
Among the absentees was Mrs. Alice Tester, 
the prosecuting witness, she having sworn 
out tha information. Prosecuting Attorney 
Claiborne said he could not proceed with the 
case, and as the court had declared he would 
under no circumstances grant another con- 
tinuance it would have to be 

THEOWN OUT OF COURT. 

Judge Campbell then announced that he 
would dismiss the case for want of prosecu- 
tion. Cummings picked up his overcoat and 
left the court-room by the east door, while 
Mrs. O’Brien and a friend, Mrs. Doestroph, 
departed by the west door, passing through 


the witness room out into the hall or corridor 
which leads to the office of the clerk of the 
court and tothe west stairway of the bulid- 
ing. Oharles O’ Brien, the woman’s husband, 

wasin the corridor, and when she reached 
him she suddenly arew a cowhide from her 
clothes and struck him across the face witb it. 
The rawhide cut a gash in his right cheek 
and the blood began to flow freely 
from the wound. Without stopping to see the 
result of her first effort Mrs. O’Brien drew 
back her weapon again and once more brought 
itdown on her husband. This she repeated 
about twenty times,being urged on in her work 
all the while by Mrs. oestrophb, . re wus 
crying out: 7. Ge it to the brute 

After the first blow O’Brien t —— up his 
hands to protect his face and endeav- 
ored to hold his irate espouse. His 
little son, who was with him 
screamed and the crowd in the witness-room 
and hall gathered about them. The nolee was 
beard in the court-room and Judge Campbell 
ordered the deputy sheriffs to bring in the 
offenders. The racket was also heard down- 
stairs in the Police Department, and 

CHIEF HUEBLER RUSHED UP 
the stairway and was the first to reach the 
struggling pair. He jumped between them 
and wrested the cowhide from the woman, 
who was screaming at her husband: ‘‘You 
have persecuted me, you brute, and I'll make 
you suffer for it.’ 

She was pale and shaking with excitement 
and rage, A Deputy Sheriff grabbed her and 
ushered her, into the court. room. Mrs 
Doestrophe objected, saying. She did 2 
give the brute halt what he deserves. 

The woman at first showed a disposition to 
take Mrs. O’Brien from the Deputy, but a 
threat to ‘also lock ber cooled 
her off. hen Mrs.“ O’Brien was 
brought before aes Campbell and the 
case explained to him hesaid he would fine 
her for contempt ofcourt. Being in- 
formed that a fine of was the highest that 
could be eres for contempt Judge Camp- 
bell reduced the fine to that amount, much to 
the disgust of O’Brien, who remarked outside 
the court-room that it should be kept at $250. 
The woman was taken to jail and committed 
immediately. Her attorney, L. D. Seward, 
then asked for her release, holding that as the 
offense was not committed inthe presence of 
the court Judge Campbell had no power 
to punish the woman for contempt of court. 
She could be prosecuted for assault and bat- 
tery, but could not be punished for contempt. 
The court held it had jurisdiction over the 
whole west end of the building on that floor, 
the jury and witness rooms, the Clerk’s office 
and hall, and thatit was his duty to protect 
people in those places. He refused to release 
the woman. 

THE TROUBLE 

between O’Brién and his wife has been going 
on for three years or more. He is a brother 
of John O’Brien, the boilermaker, and is in 
his employ. He married his wife a number of 
years ago at Cape Girardeau, it being a run- 
away match, Mrs. O’ Brien bein a mere girl 
atthe time. They have fourchiidren. Some 
years ago he broke up in business and left her. 
Afterward she went to Litt Rock to live 
with him. They again separated and for the 

past three years have been at war. Each has 
filed suite for divorce, bat the cases were 
dropped. O’Brien has "had his wife arrested 
on several charges and she has had him up 
for beating her. She and her friends claim he 
has followed her most persistently. Mrs. 

Alice Tester, with whom Mrs. O’Brien had 
lived, sued her before Justice Ryan, and 
O’Brien afterward got her to take out this 
warrant against ber and John Cummings.

The text 
was taken from 
Matthew xvili., 10: 
„„Take heed that ye 
despise not one of 
these little ones, for 
I say unto you that in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father which is 
in heaven.’’ 

Mr. Messaros opened bis discourse by say- 
ing that he had no prejudices against the vast 
body of Presbyterians or against any indi- 
viduals who subscribed to the Westminster 
Confession of Faith. They had, however, 
ignored portions of their creed and had not 
preached, nor did many of them believe all 
ite statements. Every creed of the Christian 
Church lays itself open to revision from time 
to time, fora oreed is never a finality, but 
only the expression of the highest moral be- 
lief of a sect at some period in its history, and 
usually a compromise between the radi- 
cal and liberal opinions of the par- 
ties creating it.

I welcome the agitation 
and debate over the revision of the Confes- 
sion of Faith. It is of great advantage to all. 
Every creed with an imperfection is a breach 
in the wall, through which the entire body of 
Christians may be assailed by their enemies. 
If Preabyterians believe their creed let them 


preach it. If they don’t believe it let them 
get out and preach what they do believe. If 
they stand on the Oonfession of Faith they 
should preach that Jesus of Nazareth is a 
curse, Who came on earth not to call sinners 
to repentance and saivation. Let others be 
lieve what they will, but for me I can trust my 
children with God.’’ 


The Westminster Confession of Faith.

New York, Feb. 10.—The choir of All Souls’ 
Church on Madison avenue appeared yester- 
day morning for the first time in surplices.

fully reclaim our falien fellow creatures what 
right have we to eed to God as in effect 
sania in the OCalvinistic creed, ‘Thou 
canst not redeem * lost ones?’ 
The recognition of the love of God as 
the essential feature of Christianity is gain- 
We round even in Presbyterian Churches. 
Whether or not the Westminister cunfession 
is revised, its authority, in its present form, 
is waning fast. Its doom is inevitable. It 
cannot be long delayed and tne spirit of Jesus 
Christ has judged it.

An extended restatement of the claims of 
the Roman Church to infailibility in matters 
of faith follows. Leo says that the adminis- 
tration of church government is difficult and 
gives rise to numerous conflicts. For

Bishop Granberry of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South occupied a seat in the 
pulpit, and there were representatives og 
all denominations in the city among the ton- 
gregation. After the singing of Children of 
the Heavenly King., Bishop Granberry lea 
in prayer, asking that many years of useful- 
ness in the ministerial field might still be in 
store for his colleague. Mr. Jacoby of the 
German Church read the first lesson, and 
after the singing of another hymn Mr. Mas- 
den,¢he pastor ot the church, read a tele- 

ram of regret irom Gov. Francis. 

ishop Bowman then followed with 
a sermon, taking his text from the Forty- 
fourth Psalm: ‘‘O, magnify the Lord in me, 
and let us exalt his name together. His re- 
marks were at seme length, and in favor of 
moral and material progress. Referring to 
the circumstances which caused himto adopt 
the ministry as a vocation, he said one of his 
earliest advisers had been ex-Gov. Ourtin of 
Pennsylvania, He felt thankful for those cir- 
cumstances, and could appropriately 
call on all lovers God to 
join with bim. There were many 
denominations, but they were all working tu 
one end. He had, he said, first concluded to 
study law, but having had his mistake pointed 
out, changed tothe ministry. He had never 
he for an appointment, but had accepted 
those that came to him, performing his duty 
to his best ability. Since entering the minis- 
try he had fedicated churches in every State 
in the Union. He had seen the country in- 
crease in population from 17,000,000 to 60,000, - 
000. Skepticism and infidelity had been rank, 
and had been assisted by the public press, 
but the press was not to blame, asit simply 
reflected public sentiment, and the obstacies 
it placed in the way bad been overcome. 
Morality and spirituality had increased. 
Christian education bad also increased, and 
the increase in the number of Method ists had 
been greater than the increase in population. 
Bishop Bowman gave other Interesting sta- 
tistics, and his address was listened to with 
marked attention. 

**SOMETHING ABOUT sr. LOUIS.

Victory for the Liberal Party May Be the 
Beginning of the End of Polygamy in 
Utah—What the Leaders Say of the Con- 
test—The Mormons Will Make a Strong 
Fight for Buccess—Officers to Be Elected. 


SALT LAKE City, Feb. 10.—The municipal 
election to-dey is for Mayor, Recorder, Treas- 
urer, Assessor and Collector and Marshal of 
Salt Lake City. Also for three councilmen 
and one justice of the peace for each of the 
five precincts of the city. The whole ticket is 
Some confusion has 
arisen over the application of a law passed at 
the last session of the Legislature in relation 
to municipal organizations and elections. 
The old law provided for five aldermen and 
nine councilors elected at large to, 
compose the City Council. The new 
law provides for three councilmen and 
one justice of the peace to be elected in each 
precinct. Previous to the Ogden election, a 
year ago, the Federal Court here decided that 
the election should be conducted under the 
old law, but as to this one the court decides 
that it must be conducted under certain pro- 
visions of the newlaw. A fragment of each 
enactment willthen govern, and it is not un- 
likely that litigation will follow after the e!ec- 
tion, no matter which ticket wins the day. 

THE CONTESTING PARTIES. 

There are two parties in the fieid—the ‘‘ Peo- 
ple’s party, composed chiefly of Mormons, 
andthe ‘‘Liberal party,’’ made up of anti- 
Mormons. The issues involved in to-day’s 
contest, said P. H. Lannon, proprietor of 
the Salt Lake Tribune, are the government of 
the city andthe pearing which the result of 
the election will have on. the Territory at 
large. Salt Lake City was founded in 1847 and 
covers about fifteen square miles of 
territory with an estimated population 
of 50,000. To-day not one square foot of street 
pavement has been laid on one street and not 
a square foot of sidewalk has been laid except 
by private enterprise. There is no police pro- 
tection outside of one or two streets. The 
Mormon record of forty years isa history of 
inefficiency which exists nowhere else in this 
country. If the Gentiles are successful it will 
piace the city in harmony with national law 
and authority. It is recognized 
that the city has a great influence in 


the Territory and consequently the issue is a 
national one. Gentile success will mean that 
the redemption ot Utah is slowly but surely 
being accomplished.’’

SINGERS LEAVE TO- NIGHT.

St. Louis te Occupy the Mest Prominent 
Place in the Saengerfest—A Fund of 
$10,000—A Reception by the St. Louis 
Societies and the Presentation of the 
Honored Flag—St. Louis Headquarters 
in New Orleans. 


HREE special trains 
will leave the Union 
Depot between 9 and 
10 o’clock to-night

Demand for an International Exposition 
and Its Causes. 


T. LOUIS is decoming 

noted among the mem- 

bers of Congress as the 

friend of the World’s 

Fair, and is noted as 

being the only city that 

is using its influence in 

fdvor of hoiding a 

Célumbus Jubilee irrespective ofthe place 
that may be selected as its site. For a week 
or two the delegation from this city has de- 
voted its attention to securing votes for the 
World’s Fair bill when it shall be presentede 


THE ENCOURAGEMENT 


comes, a majority ofthe lower House can be 
secured for the bill authorizing a World's 
Fair. A carefal canvass has been made, the 
result of which is that very considerably more 
than a majority believe that the United States 
would not let the matter ofthe World’s Fair 
collapse on account of the local and political 
quarrels that have arisen. The fact that a 
quadrecentennial celebration was to be 
held in this country has been extensively ad- 
vertised abroad, and European nations are 
watching with interest the proceedings of 
Congress. From the Foreign Legations it is 
learned that almostas much interest is being 
taken In the Fair abroad as in this country. 
The reason given for this is that the United 
States is almost the only country in which all 
nations feel that they can compete on an equal 
footing. National jealousies and hostilities 


not only caused many to refrain from enter- 
ing exhibits at the Paris Exposition, but also 
led to much dissatisfaction with the awards. 
THB CONSEQUENCE WAS 

that while the Exposition was an unques- 
tioned success the participation was by no 
means so general as was desired. In the case 
of the United States, it is argued, no such 
jealoudi& exist and every nation will be put 
on its mettle, knowing that all will will meet 
on neutrai ground. The representatives of 
Germany have been particularly active im 
urging the advisability of holding a World’s 
Fair in this country and the membersof the 
German Legation have assured the 
members of Congress and the 
Cabinet officers that the German Govern- 
ment will make a appropriation 
for proper representation, and that the mer- 
chants and manufacturers will make sucb dis- 
plays as they have never made before. Ger- 
many is almost the only nation of the first 
class that has never held an international ex- 
position, and the hostility of tne French pre- 
vented any proper exhibit from being en- 
tered. In a neutral country the Germans wish 
to show what they can do, and are most 

to see a World’s Fair held 

country. Otner nations, eéspe- 
clally those who consider themselves 
rivals of Germany, have through 
their legations expressed their intention ot 
making exhibits on a corresponding scale, aud 
the World’s Fair, if authorized and managed 
by the national government, promises to oc- 
cupy a position such as no other exposition has 
done for the last quarter of a century. 

THESE FACTS 
have not been without their influence on Con- 
gress, and a large majority of the members 
express themselves as strongly favoring a fair 
auspices. The 

task that the advocates of St. Louis have 
taken In hand ts to consolidate and organize 
this element, and secure a vote in favor ofa 
World's Fair, without specifying any particu. 
lar city. By so doing itis believed that local 
jealousies can be prevented from exercising a 
detrimental influence upon the fair itself, and 
when the question of site Is to be decided, the 
action of St. Louls will not be forgotten.
